SPARKS FROM MARK: 

Last week in "Sparks" I wrote about 
making sure we make the best of "Fat 
Tuesday" so that we can start off our 
Lenten journey on the right foot if you 
will, with plenty of feasting and 
celebration. Hopefully this will help us 
to get into the Spirit of Lent, preparing 
our hearts for the 40 days of praying, 
fasting and almsgiving. 

I also mentioned Shrove Tuesday 
which comes from the word "to shrive", 
or "hear confessions". In Scotland the 
tradition is to make your confession, to 
be cleansed and purified of your sins 
before the beginning of Lent. It seems 
in the past at OLBH our communal 
penance liturgy was somewhere in the 
middle or even towards the end of 
Lent, giving people the needed time 
and space for reflection on their own 
sinfulness, making their hearts ready to 
renew their baptismal promises at 
Easter. 

At our last liturgy committee meeting 
we talked about how people really 
come out in droves for Ash 
Wednesday. My brother Pat said, "that 
Ash Wednesday is the best kept secret 
in the Catholic faith because so many 
people think it is a Holy Day of 
Obligation". I am not sure if I am 
giving away the secret or not, but Ash 
Wednesday is not a Holy Day of 
Obligation, but none the less, Ash 
Wednesday is a great day to come to 
church, admitting to ourselves and one 
another that we are indeed sinners 
who are called to turn away from sin 
and to believe gospel. 

The liturgy committee thought that 
this year we should have are 
communal penance liturgy right off the 
bat, in a sense strike when the Holy 
Spirit is hot. It seems that people at 
the beginning of Lent are on fire about 
the season, they have their journey 
mapped out and ready to live Lent. 

So this year our communal penance 
liturgy will be at the beginning of our 
Lenten journey - Thursday, March 4 at 
7:00 pm. Mark your calendars now, 
let’s journey together, purifying our 
minds and hearts as we embrace the 
cross of Christ, that leads to new life. 



ARE YOU IN CONTROL OF YOUR FINANCES

1. Praying daily for each member of the 
group 

2. Memorizing an assigned scripture each 

3. Attending a minimum of 8 of the 10 

4. Completing the weekly homework 
assignments including the accompanying 
practical application (approximately 2 
hours of preparation outside of class each 

We are considering offering the Crown group 
study beginning in Lent this year. If you are 
interested, please contact Fr. Mark at 787-5168. 

The cost for this study is $55.00 per couple or 
$45.00 per individual which is the cost of the 
materials. The study is very practical. Each 
time you learn a principle, you will apply what 
you have learned. For example, you will 
complete a debt repayment schedule and start a 
budget. Those participating in the adult study 
receive a Study Manual, the Practical 
Application Workbook and a copy of "Your 
Money Counts". Groups are kept small to 
assure time for sharing and accountability. 
Classes meet once a week for two hours each 
session. 

If you are interested in learning sound 
principles that will help you in your relationship 
with Jesus Christ, please consider this study.
